Justice Bt itom, the emioenl Irish Judge, 
was severely (a d nnt more severely than 
justly) handled, for directing two persons 
convicted of being vagrants (without 
having a filed residence or mode of 
Jiving), to find bail to the amount of 
£5 each, and in default thereof to he 
tramported for seven yean ill For 
thii extraordinary judgment, the 
leading journal of Europe was 
speedily down upon the Judge, with a 
" tbund*rer,"very well calculated to give 
him a brain fever, when he came to read 
it. Thia censure was w ell applied, be - 
cauae Well deserved j ay, deserved even by 
o«e of the legal oracles, whom some pro- 
fessional worshippers, of the Uniting, 
lather than the thinking order, would 
almort persuade us cannot err. Let these 
heedless critics search ihe records of the 
colonial courts, and find, if they can, a 
judgment so ineffably absurd and mou- 
strous as that of Mr, Justice Blktom'i, 
which drew down this cwtigalion of the 
1W*. If such a judgment had been p ro- 
nounced from the bench in this colony, 
some of the most adventurous and ta-

NEW ZEALAND. 
At the time the Luafiia left the Bay of 
Islands the British forces had advanced 
to within 800 yards of Kawm'l pah, 
where they had encamped on a high 
lauge of rocki.
